Paul Benner 


This town report is gratefully dedicated to two men who served the 
people of Newport faithfully and quietly for many years. Both worked hard at 
duties that were largely taken for granted by most citizens of the town, but 
duties that had to be performed promptly and efficiently, lest Newport be in a 
state of chaos. 

Paul Benner served for many years as the Newport Highway Department 
mechanic. He approached the town’s equipment the way a doctor approaches 
his patients. With the knowledge born of long experience the ailments and 
the needs of each machine. Then, with his talented fingers, he did what was 
necessary to cure the ailments. He not only made the machinery work effic- 
iently, he made it last beyond its alloted time, and thus saved the taxpayers 
money. 

Paul served as a member of the Newport Fire Department from 1927 
until 1970, for many of those years as a lieutenant. He was an enthusiastic 
worker in the Newport Little League and the Newport Babe Ruth League. He 
was also one of the founders of Benner & McPhee, and in that capacity he 
served the general public with the same mechanical skills that served the 
town so well. 

Born in Randolph, Maine, in 1904, Paul Benner died in Newport in 1978. 





Charles E. Reed 


Charles E. Reed operated Newport’s highway grader for 41 years. He 
brought to his work more than a sense of duty. He worked as a combination 
sculptor and engineer, knowing exactly where to take away and where to add. 
He knew how to groom our roads and how to grade them so water could 
drain away and snow could be removed. He also knew that Newport residents 
needed to use the roads while he was working on them and he courteously 
and thoughtfully maneuvered his big machine for minimum interruptions. 

When he made that big, powerful grader obey his commands Charlie 
was the envy of any little boy who was watching. He knew it and gave such 
boys a hearty grin. 

Charlie retired from the Highway Department January 1, 1982. 

Men like Paul Benner and Charles Reed seek neither fame nor glory. 
They know that their work makes life safer and more pleasant for others, and 
in that spirit they do their jobs.

REPORT OF THE TOWN MANAGER 


The year 1981 was a productive one as we compare our accomplishments 
with the goals which were established by the Board of Selectmen and the 
Department Heads at the beginning of the year. 

— We reduced the Town’s share of the tax rate by 14.7% (i.e. from 
$10.20 to $8.70). 1981 was the second consecutive year in which the Town’s 
portion of the tax rate declined. Hard work and innovative ideas from our 
employees and from the Board of Selectmen made these two tax decreases 
possible. (Please see the graphs at the end of this report.) 

— We completed 1981 with a surplus of $27,243. This was the third con- 
secutive year in which the Town completed the year with a surplus. (Please 
see Schedule 3 of the Audit Report.) 

— We maintained an unreserved balance of $120,042 in the Town’s 
General Fund. This balance is $85,018 greater than the Town’s unreserved 
fund balance was three years ago. 

— We provided welfare assistance to 209 families during 1981. This was 
a considerable increase over the 151 families assisted in 1980. 

— We issued semi-annual property tax bills for the first time. Semi- 
annual billing saved the Town more than $20,000 in interest costs, by reduc- 
ing the amount of money which the Town had to borrow to pay the 1981 bills 
for the School and the Town. 

— We closed the Newport landfill, and on April 1, 1981, the residents of 
Newport began to use the Claremont landfill under a contractual agreement 
with the City of Claremont. We hope that this arrangement will serve the 
people of Newport and Claremont for several years. 

— To reduce our energy costs we took the following steps: installed one 
new boiler in the Police Station to replace two inefficient heating units, 
insulated the attic of the Municipal Building with fiberglass insulation, in- 
stalled storm windows and a double door on the District Court, insulated the 
chlorination building and the Pollards Mills Well pump house, and repaired 
the telemetry which controls the pumping of water from the Pollards Mills 
Well to the water storage tank on Summer Street. 

— We made the following improvement to the Town Hall: installed 
storm windows on the second floor, renovated six stained glass windows, 
replaced the white railing which is located on the porch above the front door, 
repaired the slate roof and flashing, and renovated the basement bathrooms. 

— We resurfaced three miles of paved roads, resurfaced three tennis 
courts, sandblasted, primed and painted the North Newport steel bridge on 
Oak Street, constructed a new building to house the generator for the water 
system chlorinator, and began construction of a ramp for the handicapped 
and the elderly at the Town Hall. 

— We purchased a 100-foot ladder truck for the Fire Department, and a 
diesel dump truck and snowplow, three smaller trucks and two sanders for 
the Public Works Department. 

— The Master Plan Committee progressed with their work of updating 
the Town Master Plan. The Master Plan Committee should be able to 
complete the Master Plan and present its recommendations for improvements 
to the Zoning Ordinance and the Subdivision Regulations to the 1983 Town 
Meeting. 

— We gratefully acknowledge the gifts which were donated to the Town 
by Mr. Roy Malool, Mrs. James Lantz, Mrs. Alta Shulins and the Newport 
Opera House Association.

— Looking ahead, I hope that next year the Town will be able to employ 
an accountant on a full-time or a part-time basis. The Town’s auditors have 
been recommending for several years that the Town employ an account to 
improve our financial reporting and management system.

To the inhabitants of the Town of Newport qualified to vote on Town 
Affairs: 

You are hereby notified and warned to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Town of Newport on the second Tuesday of March next at nine o’clock in the 
forenoon to act upon the following subjects: 

ARTICLE 1: To elect one Selectman for a term of three years. 

ARTICLE 2: To elect three members of the Budget Committee for a 
term of three years and one for one year. 

ARTICLE 3: To elect a Moderator for the ensuing two years and a Su- 
pervisor of the Checklist for the ensuing six years. 

ARTICLE 4: To elect a Trustee of the Board of Trustees of the Richards 
Free Library for a term of three years. 

ARTICLE 5: To elect a member of the Trust Fund Commission for three 
years and all other officers, Auditors, Agents and Committees necessary to 
conduct Town Business. 

ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen and Town Treasurer to borrow money on the notes of the Town to 
meet current expenses in anticipation of taxes. 

ARTICLE 7: To hear the reports of Selectmen, Town Treasurer, Audi- 
tors and Committees heretofore chosen. 

ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
transfer tax liens and convey property acquired by the Town by Tax Collec- 
tor’s Deeds by public auction (or advertised sealed bid), or in such other 
manner as determined by the Selectmen. 

ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to apply for and accept any and all Federal or State grants which 
may be available to the Town. 

ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
employ auditors to inspect and audit the books of the Town and its depart- 
ment for the ensuing year. 

ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will vote to approve and adopt the rec- 
ommendations of the Budget Committee, raise and appropriate the various 
sums contained in the report and listed in the Budget; and to see if the Town 
will vote to appropriate and authorize the withdrawal from the Federal 
Revenue Sharing Fund for use as setoffs against budgeted appropriations and 
debt service for the following specific purposes and in amounts indicated 
herewith or take any other action hereon:

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ARTICLE 12: To vote by ballot on the following question: ‘‘Shall the 
Town of Newport accept the provisions of Sections 1 to 10 inclusive of Chap- 
ter 53-B of the Revised Statutes Annotated providing for the establishment of 
a Regional Refuse Disposal District, together with the Towns of Acworth, 
Charlestown, Cornish, Croydon, Goshen, Grantham, Langdon, Lempster, 
Plainfield, Springfield, Sunapee, Unity and Washington, and the City of 
Claremont, and the construction, maintenance, and operation of a regional 
refuse disposal facility by said district in accordance with the provisions of a 
proposed agreement filed with the Selectmen, and shall the Town enter into 
said agreement as an interlocal agreement pursuant to RSA 53-A for said 
purposes?”’ 

ARTICLE 13: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $44,000 to purchase a diesel dump truck and plow attachments for the 
Highway Department and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to trade-in the 
existing 1975 gasoline powered dump truck, and to authorize the withdrawal 
of the amount required for this purpose from the Federal Revenue Sharing 
Fund. (Submitted with recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 

ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $12,600 for the purchase of a 1 ton, 4 wheel drive, dump truck with a 
snowplow change-over kit for the Cemetery Department, and authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to trade-in the existing 1973, 1 ton Cemetery Department 
pickup truck, and to authorize the withdrawal of the amount required for this 
purpose from the Federal Revenue Sharing Fund. (Submitted with 
recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 

ARTICLE 15: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $4,800 for the purchase of communications equipment (i.e., 1 cruiser 
radio, 2 portable radios and 3 pagers and batteries) for the Police 
Department, and to authorize the withdrawal of the amount required for this 
purpose from the Federal Revenue Sharing Fund. (Submitted with recommen- 
dation by the Budget Committee.) 

ARTICLE 16: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $40,500 for the purpose of constructing a bridge with a 20 foot 
roadway to replace the Cross Street bridge, and to authorize the withdrawal 
of the amount required for this purpose from the Federal Revenue Sharing 
Fund. (Submitted with recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 

ARTICLE 17: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $6,000 for the purchase of six steel beams from the State of New 
Hampshire for the purpose of reconstructing the Coon Brook Road bridge in 
1983. (Submitted with recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 

ARTICLE 18: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $8,250 for the purpose of constructing a ramp on the east end of the 
Municipal Building (which ramp, among other things, will make the first floor 
of the Municipal Building accessible to the handicapped), and to authorize 
the withdrawal of the amount required for this purpose from the Federal 
Revenue Sharing Fund. (Submitted with recommendation by the Budget 
Committee.) 

ARTICLE 19: To see if the Town will vote to rescind its previous vote 
which adopted the provisions of the Municipal Budget Law, as provided for in 
the New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, Chapter 32, Section 1. 

ARTICLE 20: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Budget 
Advisory Committee of eleven members including one Selectmen and one 
School Board member plus nine legal voters. Such committee will be appoint- 
ed by the Moderator for staggered terms of up to three years each with a 
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maximum term of uninterrupted service of six years. This committee shall 
operate in a procedural manner similar to the provisions of the N.H. 
Municipal Budget Act, but without the powers granted under that law and 
according to procedures to be specifically established by the School Board 
and the Board of Selectmen. 

ARTICLE 21: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $5,200 for the purpose of purchasing and installing a 10,000 gallon 
gasoline tank and pump at the Public Works Garage; said tank to be used for 
regular unleaded gasoline. (Submitted with recommendation by the Budget 
Committee.) 

ARTICLE 22: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $8,500 for the Sullivan County Nutrition Program ($5,500 to be a cash 
contribution, $2,000 for electricity for cooking stoves and lights, water and 
sewer, and $1,000 for oil heat). (Submitted with recommendation by the 
Budget Committee.) 

ARTICLE 23: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $4,672 for the purpose of joining the Upper Valley-Lake Sunapee 
Council, and to have the Town Master Plan updated with technical assistance 
from the Upper Valley-Lake Sunapee Council. (Submitted with recommenda- 
tion by the Budget Committee.) 

ARTICLE 24: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $3,200 for the purpose of repointing the brick work on 4 chimneys on 
the Town Hall. (Sullivan County will request an appropriation to match these 
funds to pay for the total project cost of $6,400 for 8 chimneys.) (Submitted 
without recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 

ARTICLE 25: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $300 for the purpose of purchasing material for the preservation of old 
documents, photographs and other material for the Newport Historical So- 
ciety. (Submitted with recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 

ARTICLE 26: To see if the Town will approve a 40 hour work week for 
the officers of the Police Department beginning April 1, 1983. 

ARTICLE 27: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and authorize 
withdrawal from the Federal Revenue Sharing Fund for use as setoffs against 
budget appropriations in the amounts indicated; and, further to authorize the 
Selectmen to make pro-rata reductions in the amounts if estimated entitle- 
ments are reduced, or take any other action hereon:

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ARTICLE 28: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $16,000 for the purpose of paying a 1% discount on all property tax 
bills paid within 10 days of the postmark. (Submitted with recommendation 
by the Budget Committee.) 

ARTICLE 29: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Highway 
Department Capital Reserve Fund under the provisions of RSA 35:1 and 35:3 
for the specific purpose of purchasing heavy equipment for the Highway 
Department and to transfer any amount in future Highway Department 
budgets which may be appropriated for this purpose. No expenditure for any 
such purchase shall be permitted unless authorized by a future vote of Town 
Meeting. 

ARTICLE 30: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Library Building 
Expansion Capital Reserve Fund under the provisions of the N.H. RSA 35:1 
and 35:3 for the specific purpose of expanding the existing Richards Free 
Library, and to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000 for this Fund; to 
deposit in this Fund any appropriations made in the future by the Town 
Meeting, and to name the Richards Free Library Trustees as the agents of 
this Capital Reserve Fund. (By petition.) (Submitted without recommendation 
by the Budget Committee.) 

ARTICLE 31: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
$989 as its share of the cost of supporting the Dartmouth-Lake Sunapee Re- 
gion Association — the only official State of New Hampshire non-profit va- 
cation travel promotion organization for this area. (By petition.) (Submitted 
without recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 

ARTICLE 32: To see if the Town will vote to abolish the Oak Street 
Bridge Capital Reserve Fund which was established under RSA Chapter 35:1 
and Chapter 35:3 and to deposit the funds remaining in this account in the 
General Fund of the Town. 

ARTICLE 33: To transact any other business which may legally come 
before said meeting. (Polls shall be open for the reception of ballots at 9:30 
a.m. and shall not be closed earlier than 7:00 p.m., and the business portion 
of the meeting shall start at 6:00 p.m.)

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REPORT OF THE PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT 


Listed below are reports from each division of the Public Works 
Department. 


Highway Department 


The Bradford Road, TRA project was completed this year. Everything 
went well and the entire length was finished. 

Farmer’s Mix was used to resurface a portion of Maple Street, and all of 
Alexander Ave., Chandler’s Mill Road, Canal Street, Pollard Mills Road and 
Falls Road. 

The remainder of the street signs were erected this year, but vandals 
have destroyed many of these again. We will be replacing these signs during 
the summer of 1982. 

We also reconstructed two miles of the Chandler’s Mill Road. This was a 
very necessary project, as the road surface was in terrible shape. The reason 
being that there was not sufficient depth of road base materials such as 
gravel. We broke up the existing surface and added approximately eight 
inches of gravel and four inches of crushed gravel. This should make a much 
better road than the previous one. 

Another project was the replacement of approximately 100 ft. of sidewalk 
in front of 35 Main St. Jim Lantz was a great help on this project, as he paid 
for approximately 50% of the cost. Hopefully, we can work with the rest of 
the property owners downtown to get the entire downtown area redone as 
soon as possible. 

Also during 1981 the large steel bridge in North Newport was sand- 
blasted and painted by a contractor. 

Other work done during 1981: All of the 21 miles of gravel roads were 
graded, raked and rolled twice. We also cleared roadsides, installed 36 cul- 
verts, cleaned ditches, cleaned all catch basins twice, rebuilt numerous catch 
basins, repaired traffic signs, painted crosswalks, removed more parking 
meter posts, removed dangerous trees, swept roads and sidewalks, and 
constructed three sander sheds. 

Since the snow started to fall, there has been very little time to do any- 
thing but plow, sand, salt, remove snow and repair vehicles. In 1981 we used 
approximately 1,250 tons of salt and 3,000 cu. yds. of sand. 


Landfill 


The landfill was closed on April 1, 1981. 

The sealing of the landfill was bid out to United Construction. Due to the 
job being done so late in the year, a full grass growth was not established, so 
there will be minor work done in the spring to repair any problems that exist. 


Water Department 


The Water Department is still in the process of purchasing some of the 
land within 400 feet of the two proposed well sites. Once these areas are 


secured, they will be ready to be developed when demand for water exceeds 
our present supply. 
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Major projects done by the Water Department are as follows: 

A six inch main was extended approximately 1,700 ft. up Oak Street and 
a hydrant installed near the end. After installing the main, that side of the 
street was repaved. 

Major renovations were done at the chlorine house in Unity. Both chlori- 
nators were replaced, a chloralert installed and wired to the Fire Station, and 
the backup generator was replaced. 

The beginning of 1981 was a busy time for water freezeups. There were 
more freeze ups than normal and thawing the lines kept the crew busy. 

Other work done during 1981 involved repairing and replacing hydrants, 
repairing mains and services, replacing meters, testing meters and mainten- 
ance on the storage tank, gate house and chlorine house. 


Sewer Department 


The Sunapee Street Pumping Station has been completed and is in full 
operation. The old ejector station has been dismantled and removed. 

Approximately 150 ft. of sewer main was replaced and a manhole 
installed on Parkview Ave. 

Other work done this year included cleaning sewer mains and services, 
rebuilding manholes, adding one manhole, repairing sewer mains and ser- 
vices and maintenance on the ejector and pumping stations.

REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Fire Department responded to 675 calls in 1981. Included in the total 
were 17 bell alarms, 239 still alarms, 6 false alarms, 24 out-of-town calls and 
389 calls for inspections. 

This year, 39 men attended schools and the total training hours were 
4,160. 

We purchased 800 ft. of 1-3/4 inch hose, 12 sets of coats and pants, 10 
salvage covers and 10 extra airbottles for scotts. The ladder truck arrived in 
May; a 1966 Seagrave 100 foot, with 673 Mack diesel engine, also a new 
hi-band radio for the truck. 

Again this year, Roymal Coating and Chemical Company donated money 
to the department. We wish to thank Mr. Roy Malool for his very generous 
gift. The money was used to buy hi-band pagers for the men to take 
to work with them. We also purchased a high pressure compressor with 
cascade system. This was purchased with department money. 

On behalf of the Fire Department personnel, I wish to express our 
appreciation to the other town departments and to the citizens of Newport for 
their cooperation in keeping our fire losses low in 1981.

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RECREATION AND PARK DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The Newport Recreation and Park Department continued its commitment 
to upgrading and providing the best recreational facilities and services for the 
townspeople. Accomplishments for 1981 were: (1) interior of community 
center was repainted, (2) side boards at the hockey rink painted white to 
reduce ice melting and barrel stove installed in warming hut, (3) three tennis

CIVIL DEFENSE REPORT 


In this, our third annual report as the Co-Directors of the Newport Civil 
Defense Agency, we report the following: 

1. During 1981, our membership increased to a total of 19 members. 

2. On February 11, 1981, nine members worked a total of 49.5 hours 
(volunteered) during extensive flooding in town assisting the Police, Fire and 
Public Works Departments. 

3. The Civil Defense provided bedding to a family of seven when their 
home was damaged by fire, and also provided emergency power generators 
to power at a home that had been without power for approximately 48 hours. 

4. We received six road barricades that were donated to the Civil 
Defense from Joy Manufacturing of Claremont, N.H. 

5S. We participated in a Home Safety Show on April 11, 1981. 

6. On October 12, 1981, we purchased a 1972 Army surplus ambulance 
van for $350.00, that is being used by the Civil Defense as a mobile command 
center and for transporting extra emergency supplies. This vehicle replaced 
two other vehicles that were removed from service by these departments. 

7. On October 16, 1981, and January 19, 1982, Newport received 
reimbursement checks totaling $427.02 from the Federal Government for Civil 
Defense expenses. 

8. The Emergency Communication Center of the Civil Defense was put 
into full service on November 11, 1981 when the Police Station had to be 
evacuated due to a bomb scare on the Main Street that later proved to be a 
hoax. 

9. We have once again applied for federal funding for fiscal year 1982. 

We wish to thank the citizens of Newport for their support.

PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The Planning Board met regularly on the 4th Monday of each month to 
consider subdivision requests. Eighteen applications for approval were 
granted with 26 new lots and 5S annexations. There also were 4 preliminary 
hearings for subdivision where no further action was taken. 

In addition to these regular hearings, there were monthly meetings of 
the Master Plan Committee in preparation of presenting a new long-range 
plan for Newport. The Upper Valley-Lake Sunapee Regional Planning 
Council, County Engineer and Soil Conservation District have been involved 
with this project. We also would like to thank the 1981 graduating class of 
Newport High School for distribution and collection of questionnaires. 

We also chaired hearings in preparation for Town Meeting regarding 
placement of stores in a rural zone and a new chimney ordinance. Both were 
adopted at the 1981 Town Meeting. 

In 1982, we expect to complete the Master Plan for Newport and present 
it at the 1983 Town Meeting. There will be a new flood plain zone proposal 
(preliminary copies are now being reviewed by the townspeople) for the 1983 
meeting. 

We anticipate proposing additional changes in the subdivision and zoning 
ordinances.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


The Newport Conservation Commission in the last year has met monthly, 
on the second Tuesday of each month, and has concerned itself with routine, 
emergency, and long-term matters. 

All prominent elm trees on town property were sprayed and/or 
innoculated for protection against the Dutch Elm disease. Equipment and 
material were made available at cost to some 35 citizens who wished to have 
elm trees on their own property treated, and reimbursement was made to the 
town. 

Members of the Conservation Commission attended regional and state 
meetings throughout the year for information on the threat of the gypsy moth 
and suggested treatments should it migrate farther north, and for detailed 
instruction on recognizing, reporting, and treating the saddled prominent 
infestation that moved into the area during the last summer, denuding birch, 
beech and maple trees especially. 

Three members of the Commission attended the annual meeting of the 
New Hampshire Association of Conservation Commissions held in Wolfeboro 
in November, where information was gained on wetland regulations and 
hazardous waste management in New Hampshrie. 

Five dredge and fill applications were reviewed and the proposed sites 
inspected; two of these were denied in accordance with state regulations. 

The Commission has studied the feasibility of a public walkway along the 
Sugar River from the upstream Oak Street bridge through North Newport to 
the Newport-Claremont town line. There are gaps in the right of way, and 
crossing the river is still a problem, but it is hoped that this passage for 
public recreation can ultimately be developed and this Commission recom- 
mends that the project be pursucd.

SEWAGE TREATMENT PLANT REPORT 


1981 has been a very successful year for the sewage treatment plant 
despite several major operating changes. 

Due to the state ordering us to close our landfill, we have had to take our 
sludge cake to Claremont since March 31, 1981. Before Claremont would 
accept the sludge we had to have it tested for some 40 different elements and 
must continue to have it tested annually for lead, chrome, cadmium and mer- 
cury. Despite the testing and extra travel distance, it has not posed any major 
problems. 

In 1981, we made several energy related improvements to the municipal 
plant, utilizing in most cases plant labor and equipment to install doors in the 
office area and insulation (removable) into skylights and window areas. 

This past year we also changed the chemicals used in the sludge dewat- 
ering process which has saved money, required less labor and created a 
better quality sludge cake. One of the new chemicals being used (potassium 
permagenate) also reduces the hydrogen sulfide, which means less odors 
during dewatering and as a result a safer place to work. 
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We were inspected monthly by N.H. Water Supply and Pollution Control 
Commission with all inspections satisfactory or better. We also had many 
visitors and school classes visit the plant and encourage others to visit the 
plant. We welcome their comments and suggestions. 

Finally in December 1981, we renegotiated our lab contract which pro- 
vides services that we are not equipped or staffed to handle. The new con- 
tract for 1982 will cost $3,600 versus the 1981 price of $9,000.

REPORT OF THE NH/VT. SOLID WASTE PROJECT 


The NH/Vt. Solid Waste Project has concentrated on three major tasks 
since March 1981 town meetings. First and foremost has been the drafting of 
the Sullivan County Regional Refuse Disposal District Agreement. Following 
votes last year, the moderator in each town appointed three representatives 
to the Sullivan County Regional Refuse Disposal Planning Board. This Board, 
authorized by RSA Chapter 53-B worked through the summer and fall on the 
wording of the Agreement. The voters in each town will be asked to vote by 
printed ballot on accepting the Agreement at town meeting. The City Council 
in Claremont must also act on the question of accepting the Agreement. Each 
town in which a majority of the voters vote in favor of the Agreement 
becomes a member of the District. The District then has one year to complete 
plans for a regional disposal facility. At March 1983 town meetings any town 
may vote to withdraw from the District with no restrictions. If enough towns 
remain in the District, then the District will begin financing and construction 
of a solid waste disposal facility. 

Voters in Southern Windsor County, Vermont, will also be voting on 
forming a similar district. Should the production of energy from the inciner- 
ation of solid waste be selected as the alternative, the two districts can coop- 
eratively develop the facility. An Interstate Solid Waste Compact has been 
adopted in both state legislatures and is now being acted upon by the United 
States Congress. 

A long-term contract for the sale of energy is the important first step in 
the development of an incinerator. Therefore. the second major task of the 
Project this past year has been negotiation for the sale of electricity with 
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Central Vermont Public Service (CVPS). Representatives from CVPS have 
met with the Project’s engineering consultant on a number of occasions. 
CVPS has proposed purchasing electricity for 30 years at 15 cents per 
kilowatt. However, we are now negotiating to increase the proposed purchase 
price, based on CVPS projections of future electricity costs. Should the 
Project be successful, incineration to produce electricity could be competitive 
with landfilling. Negotiations should be completed by late spring and a deci- 
sion made at that time on electricity production or landfilling. 

Landfilling remains a potential option and is necessary for ash disposal 
even if an incinerator is constructed. Therefore, the third major task has been 
to locate suitable landfill sites. Wright-Pierce Engineers identified over 150 
potential sites and have now narrowed those down to about seven best sites. 
The towns must now select the best site for detailed hydrogeologic analysis. 
Two sites near the Newport/Claremont border appear most promising at this 
time. 

Should the towns vote to adopt the Sullivan County Regional Refuse 
Disposal District Agreement, the District will become a legal entity and will 
join with the Vermont District to take the place of the existing NH/Vt. Solid 
Waste Planning Committee. Work will then concentrate during the next year 
on: (1) completion of negotiations with CVPS, (2) continued work on a 
regional landfill site, (3) a search for a private owner/operator for an 
incineration facility, and (4) preparation of necessary environmental impact 
statements and permit applications. 

United States Environmental Protection Agency funding will end in 
October 1982. However, local funds appropriated at last year’s town meetings 
should be sufficient to carry the Project through to March 1983. At March 
1983 town meetings the final plan for the disposal system will be presented, 
together with the financing program, and the towns will have a final chance 
to vote on staying in the District.

All other flights are pleasure and instructional flights. This count does not 
include local flights by planes based at Parlin Field. 

Anthony (Tony) Kulesza was voted Chairman of the Airport Commission. 
Tony has served on the Commission for many years. The other members are 
Philip Corbett, Ronald Lemay, Soterios (Sam) Saggiotes, and Arnold 
Campbell. 

We now have 14 planes based at Parlin Field, owned and flown by area 
residents both for business and pleasure. Several students received their 
Private Pilot license this year, and one received his instrument rating.

NEWPORT HOSPITAL REPORT 


1981 was a year of progress, innovation, renovation and development. It 
was a year highlighted by the implementation of twenty-four hour physician 
staffing in our Emergency Room which despite financial losses has met with 
wide public approval and must be thought of as an overwhelming success 
when measured by the lives that have been saved. 

We have expanded services to the community through the operating of 
Obstetrical clinics on Monday, Thursday and Friday of each week. Also we 
are now able to provide in-house urological services and we have expanded 
our surgical hours thirty-three percent. 

The year has been further highlighted by the addition of several new 
doctors to our Active Medical Staff — Drs. Betsy Moody, Gordon Saperia, 
and Thomas Gellert, Internal Medicine and Dr. Michael Yushak — Obstetric 
and Gynecology. 

The renovations of the in-patient area is complete and the hospital now 
has the most modern and up-to-date equipment that is available. 

We have improved services to the community through the installation of a 
new operating room table and a new electro surgical generator. Both of these 
replace worn out and obsolete pieces of equipment. 

Newport Hospital continues to provide high quality health care to the 
residents of Newport and the surrounding communities and we will strice to 
improve and expand upon our services to meet the needs of our patients.

Ambulance service. There have been 651 emergency calls, as well as 
numerous fires, football games and other events where we have been in 
attendance.

Furthermore, there are five EMT-II’s, one RN and three advanced 
first aiders in our department. The remainder are EMT’s who took their 
courses in 1981. 

We are fortunate to have the Civil Defense van in our garage which 
can be used in a disaster as the command post and communication center for 
the Ambulance, Police, Civil Defense and Fire units. Thanks to Evans Juris 
and the members of Civil Defense, this has been made possible. 

We have been able to replace obsolete equipment and buy new 
equipment and supplies with the $2,800 appropriated at the 1981 town 
meeting.

REPORT OF THE NEWPORT AREA HOME HEALTH AGENCY 


In 1981 there were some shifts in home health care service provided to 
area towns by the Newport Area Home Health Agency. These shifts were 
caused by changes in staffing, government policies and individual town uti- 
lization and need of service. 

Skilled nursing home visits, the agency’s core service, remained stable 
as did physical therapy visits and service to mothers and children in the 
agency’s well child program. There was a decrease in occupational therapy 
and office visits and in increase in home health aide service. 

The agency’s clinics remained well attended — an Adult Screening Clinic 
for Blood Pressure, Diabetes and Enemia held in Grantham was highly suc- 
cessful. The agency will hold such a clinic in other small towns that desire 
this service. 

Newport Area Home Health Agency participated in the Dartmouth Med- 
ical School program that orients prospective doctors to community medicine. 
Newport Area Home Health Agency staff worked with the professional staff 
of the Counseling Center of Sullivan County to gain mental health counseling 
skills. These activities as well as staff attendance at educational workshops 
added knowledge and skills to help area citizens with health problems. 

The agency continued its Child Abuse and Neglect Program with funding 
from the United Way. Newport Area Home Health Agency appreciates the 
support of the towns and will continue to provide high quality service to all 
those who need home health care.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


Richards Library was open 298 days in 1981 and 2,574 library users 
borrowed over 48,000 items, including books, records, magazines, puzzles 
and framed prints. 

Town appropriated funds helped purchase these books and library 
materials, plus the salaries of two full-time and thre part-time staff plus a 
part-time custodian, purchased supplies and other operating expenditures, 
paid the utilities and insurance. 

Your tax dollars helped accomplish the following in 1981: 

* Weekly story time programming for preschoolers 

* Reference and research assistance on 4,302 direct requests 

* Supplied telephone service to answer your questions 
Film and filmstrip programming for 1,573 people 
Summer reading club program for 152 children, who read 3,008 books 
Provided a typewriter for rental use 
Provided copier service at nominal cost 
Provided free conference room space to organizations and groups 
Borrowed 308 books from other libraries through interlibrary loan, and 
and loaned 205 books from our collection 

* Purchased 1,190 new books 
Endowment Income 

In addition to town appropriated funds, the library also has endowment 
income, which was utilized in the 1981 budget. Unrestricted income of 
$7,445.00 was used for general operating expenses. Restricted endowment 
income was used for maintenance and repairs to the building and property 
($6,006.00 in the Louise Rollins Fund), and $1,636.00 is restricted for the 
purchase of books only. 

The biggest maintenance project was outside painting of the front of 
the building. This was accomplished with the restricted income from the 
Rollins Endowment Fund. These monies were also used for repairs to the 
boiler and heating system, the roof, and miscellaneous maintenance repairs 
both inside and outside the building. 

Gifts and Donations 

All gifts and donations of both money and books from individuals and 
groups are gratefully acknowledged. Three memorial funds were created in 
1981. They are the Ransom A. Rice Fund, the Orimer Bugbee Fund and Mrs. 
Samuel Edes Memorial Fund. Other memorial gifts were received to purchase 
specific books in memory of: Helen Hallett Schulberg, Wesley Hallett, 
Barbara Drown, Frank Stone, Verna Gilson, and Richard Duncan. 

Friends of the Library 

The Friends of the Library sponsored the annual Library Festival and an 
auction for the benefit of both the library and the arts center. Because of the 
highly successful festival, the Friends contributed over $3,400.00 from the 
book sale, plus an additional $500.00 towards the purchase of new books. 
They also purchased an electronic memory typewriter, contributed a portion 
of their income to the Friends of Library endowment fund, and auction 
receipts were deposited in the fund for future library expansion. 

Expansion Planning 

The Richards Library was moved to the Rollins mansion in 1963. At that 
time, a 20-year growth period was projected in the present structure. The 
13,500-volume collection has grown to more than 23,000 volumes in the past 
19 years, and services of the public library have greatly expanded. 
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The Library Board of Trustees is investigating possibilities for future 
library expansion. A feasibility study has been prepared which analyzes the 
existing facility and proposes options for expansion. This study is available to 
the public. 

We urge all Newport residents to use your public library, be aware of 
what is available to you as a taxpayer. You have a right to express your 
needs, and we are committed to providing the best public library service 
possible. 

In Memoriam 

The Board of Trustees acknowledges the services of Ransom A. Rice, 
who served on the Library Board from January 1979 until his sudden death 
on April 6, 1981. A resolution passed by the Board states: ‘‘His ability to 
make clear and precise statements on Board issues was a great value. His 
leadership concerning maintenance of the building, especially concerning heat 
and power, will be missed. His valuable contribution to the community as 
District Manager of the Public Service Company is also appreciated by the 
Trustees.’’

LIBRARY ARTS CENTER REPORT 


During the year 1981, the Library Arts Center was able to continue it’s 
roll of trying to help fill the need for educational and cultural programs in the 
Newport community. Through various events such as films, exhibitions, 
performances, and classes, the Library Arts Center has enhanced the quality 
of life here in Newport. 

The Library Arts Center was open April through December. Gallery 
exhibitions included: Photography and Pottery by Ken Abendschein and 
Dwight Graves, Pre-School Childrens Art, Elementary Art, Andover Creative 
Art Association, Paintings by Annette Mitchell, The Area Art Show, 
Sculpture by Michael McConnell, and the Affordable Art Show. Our most 
popular exhibits were: the New Hampshire/Interiors exhibit, where interior 
decorators changed the Arts Center to resemble rooms in 19th century New 
Hampshire. Also popular in the Interiors show were the paintings of Bud 
Lauridsen. The Sculpture/New Hampshire exhibition was a collaborative 
effort of the N.H. Visual Arts Coalition to exhibit various sculptors at differ- 
ent locations around the state. The Library Arts Center exhibited the work by 
local sculptor, Mary Bradley. Another well attended exhibit was the Political 
Cartoons by Tom Sheehan. During both the Sculptor/New Hampshire 
exhibit and the Tom Sheehan exhibit, children from Grades 4 through 12 
toured the Arts Center, heard lectures on the work, and were able to meet 
the artists. Attendance during 1981 for exhibitions was over 3,000. 

Performances were another part of the diversified programs. Two shows 
for children were sponsored by the Arts Center. 

The Library Arts Center receives no funding from the Town of Newport. 
Through memberships, private donations, business donations, fund-raising 
events such as the Apple Pie Crafts Fair, the Library Auction, Festival, and 
the Friends of the Library, and grants from the New Hampshire Commission 
on the Arts, the Library Arts Center was able to serve the Newport 


community.

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To the Citizens of Newport: 


Approximately sixty-eight percent (68%) of the school district budget is 
spent on salaries and benefits such as the district’s share of Blue Cross-Blue 
Shield, social security and retirement payments. The salary percentage in- 
cludes all personnel, teachers, custodians, bus drivers, secretaries and aides. 

Seventeen percent (17%) of the budget is spent on the operation and 
maintenance of school buildings and buses. This includes such items as fuel 
for the buildings and buses, electricity, cleaning materials and repairs. The 
remaining fifteen percent (15%) of the school budget is spent on teaching 
supplies, materials, textbooks and other items which deal with instruction. 

School districts throughout the state would show breakdowns of their 
budgets to be quite similar to Newport’s. This indicates that people play the 
important role in the education of our students. 

It is important to be able to hire the most qualified employees in all 
areas. This pertains not only to teachers but also to custodians and bus 
drivers. In order to do this we need to offer salaries that are competitive with 
other employers in all areas, otherwise we will be forced to employ people 
who would not otherwise be finalists for positions. 

There are several areas which the Newport School District will need to 
consider in the near future: 

1. Additional space for the elementary schools and the updating of the 
current space being used. We are now using every possible space and 
many of our teachers and specialists are working in less than 
adequate facilities. There is an active citizens committee studying this 
problem and could have some recommendations prior to the 1983 
School District Meeting. 

2. Our athletic facilities are lacking in several areas. The high school 
does not have a softball field nor has any track facility been devel- 
oped. Both are essential to our present athletic program. The locker 
room facilities at Newport High School are inadequate for the athletic 
program we now maintain at that school. There is a citizens commit- 
tee studying the athletic facilities of the School District. 

3. Most of our schools and facilities are not accessible to the handi- 
capped. This will need to be considered soon in order to comply with 
federal and state requirements. 

I believe the schools in Newport are doing a good job. We certainly 
provide the necessary education which allows our students to compete well 
with other students in all walks of life from the Ivy League schools to the 
workplace. 

I want to thank everyone for their excellent cooperation.

Newport High School continues as a comprehensive high school 
accredited by the New Hampshire Department of Education and by the New 
England Association of Schools and Colleges. 

The New England Association has indicated a high degree of satisfaction 
with our program and in November of 1976 we were fully accredited by the 
Association until 1984. Newport High School will be evaluated again in 1984. 

There is a continuing effort to improve the quality of our educational 
program. The areas of reading, writing and math continue to be our chief 
concern. We are presently working on an addition to our curriculum to help 
meet the needs of our Gifted and Talented students. 

Despite a tremendous reduction in our federal vocational funds for the 
school year of 1981-82 we are continuing to offer a very good vocational 
program. 

We have submitted a budget from Newport High School that is a very 
tight budget. With the overall cost of textbooks, equipment and supplies 
increasing daily, we will continue to use some equipment that should be 
replaced. 

We have been highly pleased with the overall attitude of our student 
body. Through continued cooperation and communication between the 
community and the schools, we feel this good attitude will continue. 

Our extra-curricular program continues to be a strong asset to our 
school. During the 1981-82 school year we will have twenty athletic teams 
competing at different levels. We offer many other opportunities for students 
to participate in: 

Band Chorus Musicals Drama 
Math Team Clubs Yearbook Student Council 
Intramurals Newspaper 


Our students consistently average higher on the Scholastic Aptitude Test 
(SAT’s) than the state average, New England average and the national

I am pleased to submit my twenty-fourth annual report as principal of 
Newport’s Elementary Schools. Listed below is a brief summary of 
information to be shared with parents and citizens of Newport. 

1. We are all anxious to have children succeed in school. Schools cannot, 
however, provide the total sum of a child’s educational needs. Careful home 
training, good health, religious instruction and a thorough education are the 
best insurance for the future success and happiness of our children. We must 
be sure that they have these at whatever sacrifice. 

2. We are committed to the development of our curriculum that provides 
a continuous learning sequence to challenge the motivated pupil and to 
encourage the reluctant learner. This is an ongoing task for the staff that 
requires time and talent. 

3. To retain our best teachers and attract other capable teachers to 
Newport, we must continue to have a competitive teachers’ salary schedule, 
continue improving building facilities, reduce classroom size, and provide our 
teachers with the tools needed that would be conducive to the continued 
improvement of education in Newport. 

4. The total Newport Elementary school enrollment, as of this spring, is 
over 600 pupils. Every conceivable area is being utilized in both schools for 
classroom and specialists space. 

5S. The Accountability Plan Committee for the Newport School District 
has continued preparing a design showing how the New Hampshire 
Accountability Plan will be carried out. Each school system will be 
responsible for monitoring pupil performance in four state mandated fields of 
learning. Newport added a fifth. (Science) 

1. New Hampshire, History and Government 

2. United States, History and Government 

3. Mathematics 

4. Language Arts (reading, spelling, handwriting, language) 
S. Science 

6. Federal funds, from Title I, and Title IV, were used in projects with 
benefits to all the pupils. 

7. Home rooms are grouped heterogeneously (pupils working with others 
on a different level of achievement). 

8. New books are continually being added to the Towle High School 
Library and the Richards School Library. Again, I want to take this 
opportunity to thank the parents and citizens who volunteer countless hours 
of their free time helping in our schools. 

9. The Towle School and Richards School personnel are continuing to do 
an excellent job in helping meet the energy crisis. 

10. Educational television continues as an aid to teaching. 
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11. Towle Elementary School participated in the annual Union-Leader 
New Hampshire State Spelling Bee for the twenty-fourth straight year. 

12. The Elementary Physical Education Group, pupils from Grades 5 and 
6, have continued to raise money for the Towle School Winter Sport’s 
Program. (downhill skiing, cross country skiing, snowshoeing, and ice 
skating). 

13. The Towle School and Richards School children, for the twenty-fourth 
year, have continued to do an excellent job selling tickets for the annual 
Newport Teacher’s Scholarship Fund Supper. 

14. Towle School pupils, who eat in the cafeteria, are bused daily to the 
Newport High School Cafeteria for noon lunch. The Richards School Cafeteria 
feeds over 200 pupils each day on three shifts. 

15. Requests for referral to Child Guidance Clinic can be made at any 
time by teachers or parents. Some of the agencies which have been helpful to 
us include: 

1. Central N.H. Educational Services, Concord, N.H. 
2. Hitchcock Clinic, Hanover, New Hampshire 
3. Counseling Center of Sullivan County — Claremont, N.H. 

16. Towle School and Richards School are participating in the New 
Horizons Foster Grandparent Program. These grandparents help children 
with special needs on a one-to-one basis in school. 

17. The Towle School sixth grade pupils participated in the Artist in the 
Schools pottery program which took place in the Library Arts Center. 

18. Fire drills are held unannounced. Children on the second floor of the 
old Richards building have used the fire escape during fire drills. 

I wish to thank all those connected with these schools, parents, and 
citizens of Newport for their continued fine support and cooperation to make 
this past school year a successful one. I sincerely urge parents and citizens to 
visit their schools at any time throughout the year, because when the 
partnership between home, the community, and school is strong the 
education of children is good.

I am pleased to submit my first report of the guidance program of the 
Newport School District. 

The 1981-82 school year has seen many changes in the guidance pro- 
gram. First the loss of a highly respected, capable person has been felt with 
the retirement of Herbert O. Williams, who was Director of Guidance for the 
Newport School District, as well as serving as the elementary guidance 
counselor at the Richards and Towle Schools. 

The first change left two voids, a Director of Guidance and an elemen- 
tary guidance counselor. I was appointed the new Director of Guidance and 
Colleen Rooney was hired to fill the vacancy of the elementary counselor. She 
is doing a very fine job and adapting well to the elementary program. With 
the change in counselors also came a change in the elementary guidance pro- 
gram. The focus has been more on group and individual contacts with stu- 
dents with emphasis placed on values clarification. The elementary counselor 
still spends a considerable amount of time with special services. In cooper- 
ation with Beth Pillsbury, Special Services teacher, and Janet Warde, 
Learning Disability teacher, Colleen has set up an elementary tutorial program 
in which five high school girls volunteer their study periods to assist the 
teachers at either Richards or Towle School. 

The guidance program at Newport High School continues to offer the 
usual guidance services. Services such as meeting individually with each stu- 
dent for scheduling, having numerous contacts with all seniors concerning 
future plans, be it further schooling, military, employment or marriage. The 
past few years we have held Financial Aid Workshops in early December for 
the benefit of our seniors and their parents. We provide information on edu- 
cational and personal situations to individuals to help them gain a better un- 
derstanding of themselves and the decision making process. This past spring 
John Williams set up an orientation program for the sixth grade students to 
make the transition from sixth grade 2t Towle to seventh grade at Newport 
High School as non-threatening as possible. The Orientation Program con- 
sisted of: the involvement of the seventh and eighth grade student council 
members, a slide presentation, informational pamphlet and a tour of the 
classrooms and school. 

We continue to strive to offer our services to our students and their 
parents and encourage them to contact the guidance department whenever 
there is a question.

THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the School District, in the Town of Newport, in the 
County of Sullivan, in the State of New Hampshire, qualified to vote in 
District affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Newport High School Cafetorium 
in said District on the 6th day of March 1982 at 1 o’clock to act upon the 
Articles set forth in this Warrant. Article 1 of the Warrant covering the 
election of Moderator, Clerk, Treasurer, and Members of the School Board 
will be acted upon at 1 o’clock p.m. and voting will be by official ballot and 
checklists, and the polls will remain open for this purpose from 1 o’clock p.m. 
until at least 3 o’clock p.m. At 2 o’clock p.m. the remaining Articles will be 
acted upon. 

ARTICLE 1. To choose a Moderator, Clerk, Treasurer for the ensuing 
year, and to choose two Members of the School Board for the ensuing three 
years. 

ARTICLE 2. To hear reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees, or Of- 
ficers chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

ARTICLE 3. To see what sum of money the District will raise and ap- 
propriate for the support of schools, for the salaries of School District Of- 
ficials and Agents, and for the payment of statutory obligations of the 
District, and to authorize the application against said appropriation of such 
sums as are estimated to be received from State sources, together with other 
income; the School Board to certify to the Selectmen the balance between the 
revenue and appropriation, which balance is to be raised by taxes by the 
Town. 

ARTICLE 4. To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $97,000 for the purpose of constructing and originally equipping one 
baseball field, one softball field and a track facility, such sum to be raised 
through the issuance of serial notes in accordance with the provisions of 
Chapter 33, as amended, Revised Statutes Annotated and to authorize the 
School Board to determine the time and place of payment and rate of interest 
on said notes, and to take such actions as may be necessary to the issuance 
thereof. (Inserted without recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 

ARTICLE 5S. To see if the District will vote to discontinue the Capital 
Reserve Fund in accordance with Chapter 35, Revised Statutes Annotated, 
such fund originally established for school transportation needs. ($142,804.02) 
(Recommended by the Budget Committee.) 

ARTICLE 6. To see if the District will authorize the School Board to 
make application for, to receive and spend in the name of the District, such 
advances, grants-in-aid, or other funds for educational purposes as may now 
or hereafter be forthcoming from Federal, State, local or private agencies as 
outlined in RSA 198:20-b. 

ARTICLE 7. If affirmative action is taken on Article 4, to see if the Dis- 
trict will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,850.00 to cover interest 
payments due during the 1982-83 school year on money borrowed. (Inserted 
without recommendation by the Budget Committee.) 

ARTICLE 8. To transact any other business that may legally come be- 
fore this meeting.
